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Salty 100 Brings out Best in Sail

“Extreme” was the operative word for the 
inaugural "Salty 100 Distance Race” held last weekend in 
Buzzards Bay and Rhode Island Sound. 

Winds ranged from a whisper toa gale over the 
course of 100 miles, and yachts and their erews were 
called upon to use every skill every learned lesson, and 
every ounce of patience and focus to persevere. 

‘Yachts ranging from 30 feet to over 50, including, 
tested blue water designs and coastal racers, competed in 
three classes in the Salty 100 in Double Handed, ORR (off 
shore), and PHRF (performance handicap) class 

Winners were every boat that competed, but the 








champions ~ the true test of sailboat racers ~ were: Double 


Handed ~ Cirrus, with new owner Jay-Pasco Anderson 
and Don Cody; ORR —Tom Bowler in his gorgeous 
Escapade Il; and in PHRF, Piper Lance skippered by 
proud new owner Brian Sager. 

‘At the start off Marion, the fleet had to struggle 
with the zephyrs forecasted for most of the afternoon 
hours and into the evening. After hours of light ait, most 
boats neared Cuttyhunk on their way to Point Judith, 
Rhode Island, for the third turning mark. Good fortune 
smiled on the fleet as the sun disappeared and the wind 
rose toa steady 7 knots. 

Rounding the treacherous Sow and Pigs reef 
south of Cuttyhunk, the fleet, now in the darkness of a 
pre-moon rise, made their way to two buoys that after 
successfully maneuvering around and headed due west 
for 20 miles across the gnarly Rhode Island Sound to the 
far western mark off Point Judith, 

‘The idea behind the Salty 100 race was to offer 
sailors an opportunity to stretch their sailing skills in 
a race that was longer than typical buoy, “round the 
island” or “round the bay” races, yet not as much af a 


commitment as the bi-annual Marion-to-Bermuda race of 
675 miles. 

Here in Rhode Island Sound, in the dead of night, 
all that promise came to pass, The moon rose behind 
ominous, angry clouds. Yet it illuminated a path of steady 
‘winds that filled spinnakers held in expert sailors’ grips 
as the midnight hours passed 

By 2.00 am and halfway into the downwind leg, 
the forecast reared its head and the deep open waters 
of the North Atlantic showed their teeth, The wind rose 
steadily from 7 to 15 to 22 knots per hour. Spinnakers 
came down, sails were reefed. If modem sailboats had 
open hatches, they were “battened down.” 








It would prove a challenging night and return to 
Marion. 
“Approaching the buoy at Point Judith, notorious 
























for its confused seas and currents, especially with this, 
night's unusual easterly wind, the wave tops blew away 
in spindrift and spray: A gale had found the fleet 
Forecasts warned of a front expected in Long 
Island Sound but not Rhode Island Sound to the east.

Harbormaster Departments also deployed teams to the

named Early Riser was a the site and had extracted all 
six passengers from the sea and was in the process of 
ferrying, them to Mattapoisett Boat Yard. Once docked, 
EMS assessed the victims’ conditions. No medical services 
were required for the four children and two adults that 
had been thrust into the water.

With everyone safe, Mattapoisett Harbormaster 
Jamie Mcintosh attempted to locate the capsized vessel 
Melntosh wrote in his press release, “The Mattapoisett 
Harbormaster Department along with Marion 
Harbormaster and the Massachusetts Environmental 
Police... found no debris field.” 

“The distressed vessel had slipped deep into more 
than 35 feet of water, McIntosh would later comment. He 
‘wrote that, “Boat crews searched the area until dark with 
negative results.” 

‘That theme would continue right up to the 
September 7 press time for this week's edition of The 
Wanderer. 

Mattapoisett’s Harbormaster team was 
‘unsuccessful in spotting the sunken vessel despite the 
use of underwater imaging equipment after three days 
of searching. Assistant Harbormaster PJ. Beaudoin said, 
“We were out there for five hours today. It was very 
disappointing.” Beaudoin said that on September 8, the 
Massachusetts Environmental team would return with, 
another type of imaging equipment that might produce 
results, In the meantime, the sunken vessel waits. 

Mariners were cautioned to be aware of a 
possible navigational hazard until such time as the vessel 
is recovered,

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‘Town Meeting Warrant Reviewed 
Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Mick Colageo 

‘The Rochester Board of Selectmen's September 
7 review of the Special Town Meeting Warrant with 
‘Town Clerk Paul Dawson and the Finance Committee 
was swift and, without committee Chair Kris 
Stoltenberg in attendance, did not carry official FinCom 
recommendations. 

FinCom member Peter Armanetti attended 
via Zoom, as Board of Selectmen Chairman Brad 
Morse summarized the 14 articles that will be up for 
consideration before voters on Monday, October 18, at 
Rochester Memorial School. 

“Articles 9-13 are the bigger-ticket items, No, 

9 being the Old Rochester Regional School District 
agreement and No. 10 being the proposal for ORR to 
‘establish its own capital stabilization fund to address 
smaller capital items that cannot be budgeted via 
maintenance. 

‘Article 11 would clear the path for solar canopies 
over town-owned parking lots, while Article 12 proposes 
the transfer of $200,000 to the Road Improvement 
Stabilization Fund and Article 13 the transfer of $300,00 to 
the town's regular Stabilization Fund. 

“Acticle 6 proposes that the Board of Selectmen be 
renamed the Select Board, and Article 4 proposes $10,000 
for the selectmen’s consulting services. 

In order to resolve some confusion and lateness in 
the paying of dog license renewals due January 1, Article 
establishes the end of March as the new due date, 

‘Articles 2 and 3 address the Assessor's office, 
No.2. $10,000 commitment to install a camera for 
the ongoing valuation of property, and No. 3 a $3,000 
commitment toward the Assessor's supplemental budget 
for software and support. Article 5 proposes $10,000 for 
the Facilities Department to meet the raised cost of the 
purchase ofa utility truck. 

“Article 7 proposes additional retail liquor licenses, 
for the town, which is at its limit with requests in hand, 
Article 8 proposes to rescind the authorized borrowing 
of $160,000 to purchase land between Town Hall and the

Cable TV Contract Not Yet a Done Deal 
Tri-Toun Board of Selectmen

(On August 31, the Tri-Town Selectmen met 





again to revisit and presumably vote for the Tri-Town 
cable television agreement with ORCTV and to accept 
the updated Old Rochester Regional School District 
agreement previously vetted during a July meeting. 

The combined boards represented by Jordan 
Collyer and Jodi Bauer from Mattapoisett, Norm Hills and 
John Waterman from Marion, and Brad Morse, Woody 
Hartley, and Paul Ciaburri from Rochester, quickly dealt 
with the matter of the ORR School District Agreement but 
hit a pothole along the way when it came to ORCTV 

During an earlier meeting, concerns arose 
over how the towns served by the community cable 
organization can have some financial oversight, given 
that the entity is a registered non-profit. ORCTV Dizector 
Robert Chiarito said at that time, “We've been operating, 
basically on a handshake for seven years.” 

‘Chiarito said that the agreement had been, 
reinstated year after year without a review process. The 
cable TV station conducts Board of Directors meetings, 
but unlike government public meetings, ORCTV's are

Marion Town Administrator 
Jay McGrail volunteered to review the proposed contract, 
develop a list of deliverables to satisfy the needs of the 
towns for more information, and bring it back to the

‘Addressing the group, McGrail said on August 31 
that Marion is now “OK with the agreement,” but there 
‘were some areas of concern that Marion wanted added 
to the record.

ORCTV's Boaed of Directors 
is responsible for initiating the ORCTV actions and 
responsibilities identified in the agreement; 4. Each annual 
report shall include a certification from the ORCTV Board 
of Directors that ORCTY is in full compliance with the 
terms ofits contract; 5. Nothing in the agreement confers 
unilateral change in authority to ORCTV. 

Collyer did not note which areas of McGrail 
letter were significant to Mattapoisett but said that, in 
all likelihood, Mattapoisett’s board would accept the 
agreement with some of McGrail’s language included 

‘Waterman said that the other towns were not 
referenced in McGrail’s letter because, after the previous 
‘Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting, Marion officials believed 
the other boards were not in agreement with their 
concerns, Marion and Rochester voted to accept the 
agreement. 

Earlier in the meeting, the ORR School District 
agreement was discussed, and McGrail said the language 
in the agreement now “captured the essence and the spirit 
of conversations between the towns and the district.”

‘Walsh and fellow commission members Bellanger, 
Cynthia Callow, and Jeff Doubrava conducted a site visit 
but could not understand why the wetlands flags were 
located where they are.

“I really wish that 
folks would take the time to contact the commis

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Accessible Data Key to Culture Change 
‘Mattapoisett Capital Planning

(On August 30, Mattapoisett’s Capital Planning, 
Committee gathered after a two-month hiatus to continue 
its discussion of developing methods for capturing data 
oon capital expense items for the purposes of assisting 
department heads and the Finance Committee. The data, 
which includes everything from vehicle asset tracking 
to evaluating funding for water and sewer projects, is a 
critical component of fiscal good governance, all agreed, 

Gathering on this night to update one another 
con where data collection activities had taken place or 
processes needed to collect the same were Chairman 
Chuck McCullough and members Ellen Driscoll, Alan 
Apperson, Robert Burgmann, Van Cantor, Michael Dabill, 
John Jacobsen, Michael Rosa, and newest member Barry 
Denham. Also in attendance was Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco. 

‘One of the areas of discussion was the financial 
‘management of the bike path, which, according to 
McCullough, has never been tracked for grants received, 
town grant matches, or for long-term maintenance 
costs. McCullough has asked many times, “Who owns 
(esponsibility for) the bike path?” 

Reporting on his efforts to gather data on the 
bike path, Apperson said it appears that data is scattered 
across various departments. To aid in the purpose of 
shaping a process plan, Apperson visited with the Town, 
of Faithaven officials, who he said have many years of 
experience in management oftheir recreational pathway. 
Lorenco added that, presently, he is working with legal 
counsel to determine expenses associated with land 
appraisal and “takings” involving the railroad easement 
that runs through the community both north and south of 
Route 6. 

In a follow-up, Lorenco said, “The town doesn't 
own the railroad easement or the right of way.” He said 
property owners along the former railroad line own 
Up to the center and that figuring out a value prior to 
any takings is a necessary first step. He also told the 
committee members, “It's going to take a long time” to 
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Department asset tracking, which would include, but not 
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Lorenco indicated that the anticipated hire of an 
assistant to his department, a staff member who could be 
charged with any number of responsibilities including 
project manager, might be given this task 
Dahill said the data might conclude that in 
some cases leasing vehicles would be more cost effective 
than purchasing them. “Such a system might help in 
establishing an estimated total cost, and help decisions 
‘on whether to lease or buy, or even subcontract some 
functional areas that require specialty equipment.” 
‘McCullough said of past buying practices, “We've 
been reactionary ~ we need to be proactive. We've got 
to ask the right questions.” Lorenco confirmed that he 
has been working with department heads on new ways 
to think about assets, Burgman added, “It’s a culture 
change.”

Neck Road Solar Project Outlined 
Rochester Conservation Commission

‘came before the Rochester Planning Board on September 
7 ina first of what no doubt will be multiple mectings to 
hammer out details on a new solar array project proposed 
for Neck Road, 
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Representing the developer for the Notice of 
Intent filing was Sarah Stearns of Beals and Thomas, Ine. 
who spoke about the plan’s uniqueness as a both a canal 
canopy and dual-use agricultural solar-array project. 

Stearns said thatthe plan includes some 1,300 
linear feet of ground-mounted solar panels that w' 
traverse agricultural canals already located on the 
property. Regarding the dual agricultural use aspect to the 
project, she said that approximately 3 acres of previously 
disturbed land would be used for the construction of 
a ground-mounted array that allows for agricultural 
cultivation under the panels. 

Speaking to the new solar designs planned for the 
site, Henry Ouimet of Renewable Energy Development 
Partners said, “We are looking at shade-tolerant fruit 
trees and vegetables ~ it’s a new area.” He said that his, 
company has made a 20-year commitment to farm the 
solar array fields. It is an emerging farming practice, 
‘Ouimet explained. 

‘Commissioner Maggie Payne asked about the 
proposed use of treated timber posts for some if not all 
of the panels planned. She wondered aloud about the 
leaching of harmful chemicals into soils that would be 
used for agricultural purposes. Ouimet responded that 
chemical leaching presents a “miniscule threat from 
migration.” He said that a year of research has taken place 
regarding this concern and that the proprietary nature of 
the solar design makes it necessary to use timber posts at 
least for the canal canopy but that metal posts might be 
used for the dual-use acres. 

Voicing concern for trees was Meg Sheehan 
of Save the Pine Barrens, a grassroots organization 
headquartered in Plymouth with the mission of protecting 
forests and soil removal She said that a number of 
Rochester residents have contacted her with concerns, 
After stating, “Dual use is a hoax, according to our 
research,” she asked for more engineered plans. 

‘Also expressing some concern were two abutters, 
Michael Surace, who was not in favor of a planned berm. 
that would be visible along Neck Road, and Tim Batch, 
who questioned the number of trees that would be 
removed for the dual-use array. 
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Asite visit by the commission was planned and 
the filing continued until September 21 

‘Also coming before the commission was Tess 
Pagannelli of the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority requesting a Certificate of Compliance for work 
‘necessitated by an Enforcement Order after unpermitted 
clearing had been discovered. 

Representing the agency was Jonathan Niro 
of BETA Engineering. Niro demonstrated through 
photographic evidence that remediation plantings 
have survived and that plantings overall are growing. 
in abundance. Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly said, 
“Things look pretty lush; 'd give them a certificate.” The 
certificate was issued. 
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filed by Douglas Rose received a positive determination, 
‘meaning the proposed fence installation planned for 89 
Box Turtle Drive will require a Notice of Intent filing, 
The RDA was deemed insufficient for the project. 
Commissioner Dan Gagne believes that an RDA would 
not provide the type of oversight necessary for the project. 
The other commissioners agreed. 

‘The RDA filed by Darrell Charron, 15 Wolf Island 
Road, was continued until September 21 to give the 
applicant time to work with the Building Department and

Briggs’ New Case Raises Old Issue 
Marion Planning Board

Given an opportunity to address the newer 
‘members of Marion's Planning Board during the 
September 7 Zoom meeting, developer Sherman Briggs 
attempted to get the message across that the town's 
current bylaws are discouraging developers from putting 
forth the projects most needed by a community concerned 
with dwindling scenarios in which seniors can avoid 
being economically leveraged out of their hometown, 

"You have my word that it never will happen,” 
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he said while describing a hypothetical scenatio for 
land at Spring and Mills Streets where he, in concert 

with Hamblin Homes, Inc, is proposing a residential 
development of 28 townhouse-style tnits 

‘Theoretically, Briggs said, he could propose 42 
units, including 38 at the market rate and four in the 
category of affordable housing, Doing so, he said, would 
eliminate the requirement to write the town a $150,000 
donation check toward affordable housing as a mitigation 
‘measure. In explaining that by state law Marion can only 
tax a subsidized project $28,000 a year, which translates to 
Jess than $1,000 per unit, affordable housing would tum 
the best profit. 

“It's a moneymaker, but it's not what I believe 
and want to do,” said Briggs, noting that the town, 
already has achieved the 10-percent state requirement for 
affordable housing. Member Norm Hills confirmed that 
Marion is at approximately 11.5 percent. 

Briggs said his proposed development of 28 
townhouse-style units would bring 10 times the tax 
revenue, and he is frustrated by a bylaw that limits 
residential units to six per acre because it constricts the 
seven per-acre design he prefers. 

Prior to Briggs’ comments, his representative, 
Steve Poole of Lakeview Engineering, gave an overview 
of the project’s 10-year history, noting that it originally 
‘was conceived to include office space as well as, 


residential. Ultimately, he sad, it was decided the land. 
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‘would be used for Residence E multi-family housing. It 
has town sewer available and has been approved by Town 
Meeting. 

Planning Board member Eileen Marum, chairing 
the meeting in Will Saltonstall’s absence, sought to bring 
the conversation back from its history to the core points of 
the case 

“That (zoning) bylaw is what created the history,” 
said Briggs. 

Planning Board member Alanna Nelson, elected 
in June along with Jonathan Henty, told Briggs, “Ienjoyed 
hearing the history, so thank you for sharing the history.” 

Marum added her thanks. 

The many-times-continued case was a new filing, 
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purposely reinvented by Briggs to accommodate the 
Planning Board’ recently rebuilt roster. 

Planning Board member Cheis Collings was 
also unable to attend, but the board will circumvent that 
problem with application of the Mullin Rale, a state- 
authorized provision allowing members of adjudicatory 
boards to miss one meeting and still participate in a 
decision 

Before the board voted to continue the public 
Incaring to its next meeting on September 2, Poole further 
explained that they have reconfigured the roadway and 
are working with engineering firm Beals and Thomas and 
the Planning Board on administrative and technical 
hile asking for some waivers. 

“think we're getting very close to solving the 
administrative and technical issues on the sie,” said 
Poole, who said the project is under its second review 
from Beals and Thomas. “Hopefully at the next [Planning 
Boar] meeting we can address the issues that need to be 
addressed by the board directly 

Poole said he will have answers back to Beals and 
‘Thomas sometime this week. 

Nelson asked about energy consumption plans, 
the stretch code, electric, net-zero, and solar 

“tall comes down to affordability, too, and what 
the people would want when they go to buy these things. 
We will meet the stretch code. We talked about the new 
technology in soundproofing,” said Briggs, who noted 
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that one of the upsides of the half-dozen years ithas taken 
to reach this point in the process is the advancement in 
soundproofing technology. 

He implored board members to clean up some of 
the Residence E bylaws. “The bylaws don’t enhance any 
quality geowth that isn’t subsidized,” he said. “Density 
makes it work 

Hills reported that the codification process has 
resulted in over 200 resolutions to 280 comments while, at 
the same time, identifying additional problems to solve. 
He estimates some 50 or 60 items yet to be resolved and 
said the committee is working on bylaw changes to make 
a significant number of those go away. 

‘Comments from the Planning Board were 
requested by the Zoning Board of Appeals in two cases, 
tone of which drew a strong admonition from Hills where 
it concerns safety. 

Kenneth and Darla Parsons, 27 Dexter Road, 
are seeking a Special Permit for the construction of a 
single-family house and garage to replace their current 
house and garage. Hills told them that they are located in 
“LIMWA,” the advisory limit of moderate wave action 
While the town cannot require a revision, Hills strongly 
suggested the Parsons discuss the matter with their 
engineer. 

“Ifa storm surge comes through, it's probably 
going to go right through that basement and straight up. 

‘You're probably not high enough for the next 20 o 30, 
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years,” said Hills to the applicants, “Now's the time while 
you're doing this.” 

During open comment, Nelson encouraged the 
public to attend the September 9 Hazard Mitigation Plan 
‘meeting, and Hills did likewise regarding the September 8 
Select Board meeting,

New Septic Finds New Support 
Marion Board of Health

Barnstable County is keeping a database for new 
innovative /alternative (1/ A) septic systems, namely those 
that include denitrification technology across Buzzards 
Bay as far as Westport, and Marion Board of Health 
member Dot Brown wants Marion in on that action. 

Though Marion is part of Plymouth County, 
Barnstable County, she said, is focused on Buzzards Bay 
with this effort and, as a county dominated by coastal 
‘municipalities, the effort to lower the levels of nitrogen in 
its many harbors is a priority 

‘As Brown explained to fellow board members Ed 
Hoffer and John Howard during the BOH’s September 7 
Zoom meeting, Barnstable County has offered to routinely 
look over newly installed 1/ A systems to ensure they 
meet the state's standards and thereby become part of the 
database 
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“"We would rarely have to be involved in that 
unless there was a real issue,” said Brown, noting that 
while Marion had monitored new I/ A systems a couple 
of times per year at the outset, then less frequently, the 
arrangement proposed by Barnstable County would 
alleviate Marion of that legwork. 

The grant-funded program has money for 20 
new Marion systems to be monitored, and only five were 
installed in 2021 since Marion adopted the regulation 
requiring denitrification technology in any new septic 
construction, 

“According to Public Health Director /Nurse Lori 
Desmarais, Marion has 21 1/A systems, five of which were 
installed since the adoption of the regulation, making 
those five and the next 15 new I/ A systems eligible for 
grant-funded monitoring by Barnstable County. The 16 
owners who had already installed their I/ systems prior 
to Marion's adoption of a denitrification regulation are 
required to monitor and report per state law 

Brown collaborated with Desmarais and 
Administrative Assistant Maureen Murphy to pour 
through town paperwork and review each installation to 
furnish Barnstable County with necessary information. 

Marion Board of Health Chair Ed Hoffer asked if 
a formal agreement in writing is included in the proposed 
arrangement. Brown said she will request a written 
agreement. 

BOH member John Howard asked if Plymouth 
County has such a program, but Brown said she does 
not think so, given that much of the county is made up 
of inland towns. Howard also asked if the state specifies 
who receives the monitoring reports in the case of failure 
to follow up with the BOH on the part of the owner, 

“We have the teeth. We're the ones who can 
close the property. Barnstable County can’t do that,” said 
Brown, who plans to follow up with George Heufelder 
of Barnstable County to iron out any wrinkles and satisfy 
the concerns of her fellow board members, including a 
‘written agreement. Then the BOH will vote on the matter. 

Inher report to the board, Desmarais told 
‘members that COVID-19 cases are on the rise. Of the total 
4467 Marion has seen since the beginning of the pandemi 
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five are active; there were 13 cases in July, 29 in August 
and five so far this first full week of September. 

Of the 29 positive tests in August, 13 were 
sequenced and 10 came back with the Delta variant; 14 
of the 29 had been vaccinated. “So, the Delta vatiant also 
gets people who are vaccinated,” she said. 

Desmarais reported that the Pfizer COVID-19 
booster shot is expected to be ready before Modema‘ 
sometime around September 21. When available, Marion 
will ofer the Moderna booster vaccine. 

The Old Rochester School District adopted the 
state’s mask mandate, which runs through October 
1.ORR schools are not conducting pool testing this 
academic year but are conducting testing in the case of 
potential exposure, evidence of virus-related symptoms, 
Fa positive test result 

Tabor Academy students moved in over the 
weekend, and school-wide testing was held and will 
continue on a weekly basis through September when the 
issue will be reevaluated. 

Desmarais says a shipment of the flu vaccine is 
due next week, and she plans to hold dlinies during the 
September 19 or September 26 week, hopefully in a drive.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 
‘Abig item in the files at the museum are the 
‘minutes of all the Historical Society meetings from its 
startin 1967. Minutes include reports on what was said 
and done during meetings and also descriptions of 


programs. Because of this, we have additional insight 
into Rochester's past often provided by residents who 
have passed on. At different times the society would have 
meetings where members would recount memories from 
the past or bring items of historical interest. 

Atone meeting in 1969, Edgar F. Randall, born 
in Rochester in 1883, shared memories of his boyhood. 
‘The minutes of another 1969 meeting included " Guest 
Stories.” Marion Pierce recalled that the first library in 
Rochester was upstairs in the building that is now the 
first Congregational Church's vestry building. Mr. James 
Hartley spoke of a shoe shop at Sherman's Corner where 
farmers would leave their leather and the shoemaker

Little Vampire. With the voices of Louise Lacoste 
and Camille Cottin. Directed by Joann Sfar. 
Running time: 82 minutes. No MPAA rating. 
Coming soon to physical and streaming home 
media. 

Sometimes we want a movie that isn’t going 
to make us worry too much, and the amiable French 
animated all-ages fantasy Little Vampire falls squarely 
in that category. It’s good-hearted and has abundant 
charm, though not a lot seems to be at stake (no 
pun intended). Essentially it’s about friendship and 
finding one’s way, packed with enough monsters 
and goth beauty to keep fans of (early) Tim Burton 
and Guillermo del Toro happy for a while. At times 
it feels like a pilot for a TV cartoon, as indeed it was, 
in 2004; it began life as a comic by Joann Sfar (The 
Rabbi’s Cat) and has nothing to do with the books of 
the same name that spawned a 2000 comedy (with 
Jonathan Lipnicki) and its 2017 animated remake. 

Aside from the comics, all of those 
adaptations, including the 2004 series, seem to take 
the vantage point of the human boy who befriends 
the vampire boy. Here, the vampire boy is front and 
center, going back to the comics’ perspective. We 
begin with Pandora and her little boy pursued by the 
arrogant Le Gibbous, who wants to sacrifice them 
toa giant monster. They're saved by the skeletal 
Captain of the Dead, turned into vampires, and 
taken to a big house full of monsters. The house is 
hidden from Le Gibbous by a magic dome, and no 
one can leave. After a while, the Little Vampire gets 
bored and meets an orphan boy by way of doing his 
homework — which takes him out of the Captain’s, 
protective dome. 

‘There's always something to look at, and 
the narrative never stops moving; occasionally the 
film pauses to take in the spectral elegance of the 
Captain's pirate ship floating across the sky, but 
mainly Little Vampire is paced and structured to 
hold kids’ attention. Sometimes I was reminded of 
Adventure Time, whose menagerie included vampires 
and other beasties. The imagination on view here 


is playful, prodigious. The monsters, including a 
Frankenstein’s-monster-ike critter named Marguerite 
(voiced by Sfar himself), aren’t really scary — they're 
‘ooky and spooky in the Addams Family mold, the sort 
of mischief-loving ghoulies any right-minded kid 
would love to hang out with. 

Sfar and cowriter Sandrina Jardel have plenty 
of affection for all their characters (well, except 
‘maybe the giant slimy behemoth at the beginning). 
‘There's a happy ending for just about everyone, and 
that’s never in doubt. And again, if you're in the 
mood not to be challenged or stressed out by what's 
meant to be a slight, friendly light-dark fantasy (the 
‘vampires don’t kill, they steal blood bags from the 
hospital), Little Vampire may just be your cup of ichor, 
Sometimes we can tell where the animation has to 
cut comers, and sometimes we see where the money 
‘went. There's some fine swashbuckling between 
the Captain of the Dead and Le Gibbous. Sfar and 
his team originally envisioned a digitally-animated 
feature, but they ran out of money, and had to fall 
back on traditional cel animation, which has (there's 
that word again) considerable charm. 

If this feature does well enough to justify 
it, Pd be glad to see a streaming series along these 
lines and revisit this family of misfits and monsters, 

I won't mind if Sfar dials down the fart and poop 
humor a notch, but this branch of Sfar’s creativi 

has powered 52 episodes of French TV. It could well 
provide fertile ground for another series. There's 
‘unspoken personal pain init, too: Sfar, who lost his 
‘own mother when he was four, has created a reality 
in which the young hero gets to live with his ageless, 
immortal mother for all time — along with all sorts 
of weirdies that seem designed to give kids from 8 to 
80 the giggles. 
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work has won first-place awards in local juried shows. 
Sailors’ valentines became popular with 
whalemen who brought them home as gifts for loved 
cones.

Celebrates 150 Years. 

‘This month's presentation will be held in the 
Parish Hall of St. Gabriel's Church (at the corner of 
Front and South Streets). Masks will be required for 
this in-person presentation; the lecture will be recorded 
and available on our website in the week following the 
presentation for those who cannot attend in person. 

Signed copies of Judith Rosbe’s book on the 
history of St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church will be on sale 
at the presentation for $22, with all proceeds going to the 
church, 

St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church was founded in 
1871, when Rear Admiral Andrew Harwood decided 
to retire in Marion, Several Episcopalians invited Rear 
Admiral Harwood to conduct Sunday church services 
in the parlor of the Bay View Hotel in Marion, because 
they knew that he had been accustomed to conducting 
onboard church services in the Navy. Harwood continued 
conducting services atthe hotel and in his home until he 
‘was able to purchase the Sippican Seminary building, 

‘The Sippican Seminary had been built in 1847 
as.a private school for the daughters of sea captains, and 
8 citizens of Marion put up the money as shareholders 
to build the school. In 1855, when enrollment dwindled, 
the Town of Marion rented the building, and it became 
Sippican Academy, a public school. In 1874, the 
shareholders decided to sell the school building at a 
public auction and Rear Admiral Harwood purchased it 
for $700 to become the new home for Episcopal services in 
Marion. 

Harwood named the building St. Gabriel's 
Episcopal Church because of a promise he had made 
while battling a fierce storm at sea. He called upon the 
archangel Gabriel for deliverance from the storm and 
‘vowed to build a church in Gabriel's name ifhe survived. 
In 1875, Harwood donated the seashell font in memory of 
his eight year-old grandson who died of diphtheria,
